HAT more tempting on o 
chilly evening than a well- 
cooked “devil?” 

For most, devilled dishes you 
can use o paste, the basis of 
which is always’ butter. With 
it you work in'such ingredients 
as mustard, black, white or ca- 
yonno pepper, curry powder or 
paste, chutney, salt and lemon 
juice, according to individual 
taste. 

Here is a good standard recipe 


. for Devil Paste. To one ounce 


of butter add one teaspoon chut- 
ney, half-teaspoon curry pow- 
der, one teaspoon made mus- 
tard, pinch of salt, good sprink- 


ling of cayenne and squeéze of 


lemon juice. 

When dovilling kidneys, split 
and grill in the usual way, but 
just before they are done spread 
them with the paste and finish 
grilling. A pat of devil paste is 
excellent on ‘grilled steak. _ 

For devilled toast add grated 
cheese to the paste and heat up 
well before spreading on the 
hot toast. Serve very hot.

Here 
ix on way of devilling beef so 
that it makes n good supper 
dish. 

Cut the beef into convenient 
slices and butter them ag 
though they were slices of 
bread. 

Then prepare the following 
mixture: One teaspoonful — of 
made mustard, half a teaspoon- 
ful of black pepper, same of 
sult, n teaspoonful of Worces- 
ter shuce and a tablespoonful of 
vinegar. 

Cook the slices of ‘boef in this 
ihixture in your frying-pan un- 
til the meat begins to curl up at 
the edges.

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After writing my articlo for 

last Sunday I folt very sad, because 
I realised thnt very very few of 
my fellows, of the men and wo- 
men whom I know and with 
whom I livo in this Colony, 
havo any claim at all to bolong to 
the working-clans. Very likely that 
stato may not make you nad at 
all, because you are content to be 
what you are, content to draw a 
sglary and allowances of anything 
from $300 to $1500 a month, con- 
tent to forget how to clean your 
own shoes, how to cook your own 
food, content to forget, if you ever 
knew, how to do any of the necas- 
sary work upon which your own 
physical happineas depends, and 
incidentally your own spiritual 
happiness and well-being. I once 
heard a young man confess to hav- 
ing allowed his sister to clean his 
shoes when he went home on leave 
—that’s a simple illustration of the 
depravity of the condition into 
which the majority of Europeans 
and middle class Chinese in Hong 
Kong have fallen. In a world of 
real things we would have no place, 
in a soctety where reallties were 
honoured we would be homeless 
vagrants. These are the rensona 
why I felt very sad, and perhaps 
you will come to share this sad- 
ness if you will think further with 
me. 


Cheap Creatures 
Out Of Step 


I suppose that anyone who sug- 
gests thnt our civilization Is cock- 
eyed (forgive the word) deserves 
to be put into a lunatic asylum (1; 
wouldn't aay that he deserves 
be put into the old mental hospital 
of Hong Kong).

Tyrannical 
Society 

Thero will always be clashes in 
society, clashes between tho in- 
dividual and the group.

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LESSON OF RUMANIA 


UMANIA is a corner of Europe to which attention is seldom 
R directed. It is, in future, likely to be watched with some 
care, for it has-gone Fascist. There is nothing novel in this 
change, It fought alternately on both sides diiring the Great 
War. It has a dynasty drawn from a branch of the Hohenzollern 
‘family, but its aristocracy is traditionally French in its culture. 
One steady tendency, however, it has retained for over half a 
century. Since the Russo-Turkish War it has always been anti- 
Russian, whether Tsars reigned in St. Petersburg or Sovicts in 
Moscow. uot Poe ; 

; In spite of this, it is, perhaps, the most sensitive weather- 
cock on the continent of Europe. It has, therefore, something 
lo teach about the climate of the Western hemisphere. It has 
rich natural resources. Much of its soi] belongs to the black- 
earth belt. It exports wheat, and hag valuable oi-wells. — Its 
army has never covered itself with glory, but in peculiar circum- 
stances it did overrun Bulgaria in 1912 and Hungary in 1919. 


Its territory occupies strategical positions of the first importance. 


It controls the mouth of the Danube and gives access to the Black 
Sea. If there is anything in the suggestion. that Herr Hitler 
may one day try to realise his dream of invading the Soviet 
Ukraine, one of two possible routes runs through Rumania. 

Finally, it touches Polish Galicia, so that when allied with 
Poland it makes # continuous strip of buffer territory from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea, that can isolate Russia from the West. 
These advantages, economic and strategical, explain why first 
one side and than the other have squandered their propaganda 

‘ands upon it, while the French have sunk in it untold millions 
of francs in the shape of armament credits. : 

The net result of it all, ig as fur as can be gathered, that the 
Rumanians have at least temporarily turned to Germany. Few 
would profess to foresee how far the new “Christian” Ministry 
‘will go in this direction, It may continue to swallow French 
money; it is not likely to make an end formally of its alliance 
with the Czechs. It may wriggle on the edge of both camps. 
It may even observe the letter of a Constitution which has’ never 
cramped the style of its predecessors. But, in fact, it is Fascist, 


and it belongs to the Dictators. And the aspect of business 
worthy of attention is that the Government docs appear to re- 
flect the trend of public opinion as the recent elections reveal it. 
Indeed, if its success at the polls was modest, that was because 
of its relative moderation. Its flercer rival, the Iron Guard, won 
a much bigger following. : 


How aré we to explain this swing of Rumanian opinion away 
from France and towards Germany? toed 
Money and propaganda account for much. But the Franco- 
Russian alliance may have played'an even greater part. It was 
the inclination of M. Titulescu towards Moscow. that .brought 
about his fall. From that moment the pace of the stampede 
away from Paris visibly quickened. The hereditary dread of

Russia is very strong: the nearer of two Great .Powers will al- . 


ways seem the more alarming. Again,: Russia‘ has a dormant 
claim to Bessarabia of which a reminder has already: been given. 

- Finally, we come.to the most-influential reason of all. The 
Rumanians watch intently the oscillations of . the European 
balance of power, and range themselves-on what they take to be 
the stronger side. ; - 


They watched how those most closely interested nontinter- 
vened in Spain.

N the middle of the eighteenth 
century on scientist named 
Watson observed that when a 
eurrent of electricity was pass- 
ed through a glass tube three feet 
long from which: all the possible 
air had been extracted, a faint 
apark wan caused. This spark 
was diferent in character to any 
other ordinary electric spark in 
the atmosphere, This phenomena 


continued to be observed with ‘ 


but little interest or progress, 
beenuse at that period the means 
of producing high vacuums had 
not been discovered. When’ air 
pumps had been invented which 
woukl produce better vacuums, 
the phenomena were (| again 
atudied by scientists, and the 
cathode ray discovered. Julius 
Plucker, the eminent German 
acientist studicd the cathode rays. 
and determined many of its: pro- 
pertien. | 

By the year 1879 vacuom tubes 
of a very much higher degree of 
efficiency had come into — use, 
mainly through the brilliant work 
of William Crookes, the ilhustri- 
ous British scientist. In that year 
he made hig famous demonstra- 
tion of the effects produved in 
tubes of high vacuum when 
electric currents of very high 
voltage are passed through them: 
capecially that the cathode rays 
gave off heat, that they cast 


dark shadow on the tube across 


from the cathode, and that they 
caused a number of substances, 
as diamonde and rubies, on which 
they impinged to become highly 
phosphorescent, In his studies he 
xed cathodes of plane, concave 
and convex surfaces for the pur- 
pose of producing parallel, con- 
verging, or diverging cathode 
raya. 

The work of Crookes inspired a 
host of other physicists to experi- 
ment with these rays, and soon 
an abundance of knowledge was 
accumulated concerning them.

A Weekly Common-Sense Talk

This Week I Discuss: “The Discovery Of The X-Ray, 
An Accident That’ Became History.” 


Kiel and Heidelberg carried out 
rome important work with the 
cathode rays and Professor Len- 


“ard was awarded the Nobel Prize 


in 1905 for the success he had 
achieved in this field. 

Neither Crookes. nor Lenard, 
nor any of the other noted experi- 
menters with the cathode rays 
fully appreciated the total signi- 
fieance of: their observations, — It 
remnined for chanee to enter 
the combination and to bring it 
to its wonderful fulfillment. 

This famous chance observa- 
tion was made by William Con- 
rad Roentgen while experiment- 
ingy with a Crookes tube in his 
laboratory in Wurzburg Germany 
in the vear 1895. ‘The tube was 
enclosed in a black paste-board 
box which was Hyht-tight. Tt was 


ate afternoon and the room was 


gradually becoming darker, as 
Roentyen shot the current 
through the tube he was sur- 
prised to find’that a sheet of 
paper coated with baritum platino- 
cyanide began to glow in the 
dark. He was already familiar 

h the fact that barium platino- 

nide was one of the. sub- 
stanees which could be rendered 
phosphorescent on exposure to 
light. Rut where did the light 
come from jin this case? He 
examined the black cardboard 
box but could find no cracks in 
it, and was quite sntisfied that it 
was fully light-tight. Yet the 
paper glowed each time the light 
was passed through the tube, Im- 
mediately the solution of — the 
mystery occurred to him, the tube 
was giving off a new kind of ray. 
quite invisible to the naked eye, 
but able to pass through — the 
cardboard and to make the paper 
glow. Thus was one of the most 
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famous “chance” = dincoveries 
made. 

Years later when Roentgen 
was asked by a forcign acicntiat, 
What did you think then? he re- 
plied “I did not think, I experi- 
mented.” Further research show- 
ed that whenever the cathode 
raya bombard any material ob- 
ject, other rays are given off, 
which are quite unlike cathode 
rays. To these newly found raya 
was given the name of X-rays, 
using the letter X, as is done in 
Algebra, to designate the Un- 
known. To-day these rays 
which have proved so helpful to 
mankind, and of such importance 
in the world of experimental phy- 
sics, are known both as X-raya 
and as Roentgen raya, in honour 
of their famous discoverer. 

While it is very evident that 
Chance did play ‘an. enormona 
part in the Discov f X-raya, 
it ia well to remember that Louisa 
Pasteur once suid. ° tn the field of 
observation chance favoura only 
the prepared. mind. When Roeng- 
ten, made his discovery he was 
50 years of age, and had been a 
tencher of physica for 26 yeara, 
he had alrendy made many dis- 
coveries. His indeed was the pre- 
pared mind. ; 

Within twenty-four’ of Roens- 
ten’s announcement of his dia- 
covery the news war sent to the 
ends of the earth. All the news- 
Papers carried the report that a 
German Professor, In a small 
country tawn, had discovered n 
new kind of ray, that was in some 
way like light, yet it could not 
he seen but it could pasa thrangh 
wood and other opaque objects 
wholly impervious to ordinary 
light rays. ; 

For his discovery Roengten re- 


eeived many honours, including 
the Nobel Prize. He was not only 
the discoverer of the X-ray but 
he also became the Father of 
Roentgenology; the application 
of the raya to science; especially 
niedicine, through his numerous 
experiments and observations on 
their practical use. 

In description, the X-ray is a 
particular kind of radation which 
no human eye is capable of scr- 
ing. A room might literally be 
flooded with X-rays, just as it 
might be flooded with light by the 
sun or an electric globe, yot no 
one would be aware of their pre- 
Kence, so far as visibility ia con- 
cerned, Withcut becoming  ex- 
tremely technical, it ia porsible 
té give some iden of how the 
X-ray ia employed in hospital 
work, 

The X-ray possess the ability 
to produce changes in photo- 
graphic platea or films, just on 
ordinary sunlight ia able to effect. 
the film used in an) ordinary 
camera, so photographs can be 
taken with their aid. When you 
tnke a picture with your camera, 
the raya of the light which: pass 
through the lense and affect the 
film, are those which are reflect- 
ed from the object photographed. 
The contrasts found on the 
finished photograph result from 
the differences in degree of re- 
flection of the light from the 
various parts of the object. Tt is 
possible to take such a photo be- 
veause ordinary light ia capable 
of being retlected: 

You actually photograph the 
person or scene, this is not so in 
the use of X ys, for they can- 
not reflect. You therefore do 
not photograph: an object with 
X-rays, the film merely records 
the shadow of the object in quer- 
ti This photographing of 
objects is accomplished due to 
the penetrative capacity of 
rays, a capacity which ordinary 
light does not possess. When a

cruisers Cineluding: the Canberra 
and Australia), Japanese 10,000- 
ton cruisers have 10 8-inch guns 
to the Canberra’s eight, and iw 
knots more speed. The British 
ships, however, have nearly t 
the fuel capacity of their ri 
Captain’ Acworth scorn fully 
sevibes them as a compromise he- 
tween of! tankers and cruisers. 


Strength Before Speed 


Speed is costly, and the addi- 
‘tion of six or seven knots to capi- 
tal ships and cruisers compared 
with those of 25 yeurs ago has 
been the chief factor in increas- 
ing the cost of naval construction 
from nbout £90 about £200 a ton. 
Consequently, navies are numeri- 
cally smaller, Yet, Britain needs 
great number ef ships to con- 
voy her trade. For this reason 
Britain has followed a policy of « 
in ASiNeL the numerical 
strength of her navy by building 
many relativel cheap, slow, 
lightly ned stoops, or escort 
vesstls—"wretched little craft,” 
declares Captain Acworth, 
“which cannot fight surface 
ships, or, if they. unhappily fall 
in with them, are not equipped to 
bolt.” (The Yarra and Swan, the | 
two latest additions to the Aus- 
tralinn Navy, belong to this 
class.) 

Fundamentally the design of 
the ships the Admiralty is build- 
ing is determined by two prin- 
cipal factors. Firstly, by a desire 
to build vessels that can keep

Power Of Shore-based Aircraft 


A more orthodox examination 
of the probable effect of the de- 
velopment of aircraft in naval 
warfare is provided by Comman- 
dey Grenfell. [is aim is to restate 
the principles of naval strategy 
in the language of to-day, The 
fact that he was until recently 
n lecturer at the Naval Staff

part of the North Sea would be 
practically closed to flects and 
merchant ships in a war between 
Britain snd Germany or France, 
and rimilarly Italy could make 
fleet movements hazardous in the 
Mediterranean from the Balearic 
Tslands eastwards.

HA. ART EXHIBITIONS

ECENT the Hong Kong Work- ° 


ing Artists’ Guild had the pri- 
vilege of presenting two noteworthy 
One-man Exhibitions, those of the 
work of Mr. Pau Shiu Yau and Mr. 
Chiu Shiu Ngong:. 


When I undertook to wrile on the 
art of these two contemporary artists 
T had some fear Jest my own per- 
sonal enjoyment of it would lend my 
pen to overpraise, Discussing the 
work of artists can be cither a plen- 
xurable or a boring task, He who 
once turns his hand to such purpose 
sooner or later learns to appreciate 
much that he does not like, and to 
like much that he cannot appreciate. 
Sometimes it happens that he is to 
write of that which he both appre- 
cintes and likes and this is my happy 
position, 


To begin with, I have met many . 


artiste and literary friends who agree 
with me that both Mr. Pau Shiu Yau 
and Mr..Chiu Shiu Ngong are in the 
front rank of conlemporary artists 
in Chinn to-day. Both started their 
art career in youth, the one veteran 
having thirty years’ practical — ex- 
perience while the other young and 
anxious for more experiment an oa 
great artist should be, having no less 
than sixteen years’ art carcer to his 
eredit. The one did bis work in a 
thoughtful manner allowing nothing 
to chance or accident, the other was 
ardent and rendy to tackle any pro- 
blem ay and when his instinct direct- 


ed him, 


Mr. Puu Shiu Yau has now attain- 
ed full middle age. He has worked 


“in solitude and how little he cared 


about exhibiting his work can be 
seen from the fact that for the 


past few years when he could have 
had ample material for a one-man 
show he preferred to keep back his 
work from the public and produce 
more. I[t is true he has given much 
time to teaching, but that did not de- 
tract him from executing his own 
work, Yet he has succeeded in pro- 
ducing an infinite amount of detail 
in such jmmense-sized pictures ax his 
bird studies, figure subjects and 
landscapes without brenking up their 
unity. At one time he has produced 
on serious and dignified picture such 
as “The Monk Wai Mo and tho Fair- 
ics” which at once excluded humour 
or pomposity, while at others he has 
executed an colourful and plensing 
piece such as the “Couple of Phoen- 
ixes.”” Before the puinting of each 
picture he had in mind first of all a 
poem. Hence he had no predilection 
for painting the quadruplets  illus- 


trating the. year’s four seasons « at 
their best moment when pocts would 
charm and artistes would sing. He 
it was who produced the series of 
hundred birdy nol only from = study 
of uctual life but of birds belonging 
to-the good old days merely from a 


description of their nature published, 


in the old literature. He is a great 
scholar and poct as can be seen from 
the inscriptions on his paintings. 


All this gocs to show his versn- 
tility in the many directions of his 


genre, His work is not only admired’ 


by art lovers and literary people 
alike, but also appreciated by his fel- 
low painters. Indeed his position in 
the art world is unique and that he 
will continue to create more master- 
pieces for the sake of art is certain 
considering his activity. 


Mr. Chiu Shiu Ngong too has at- 
‘tained his mature stage. In snying 
this I do not want to commit myself 
to the statement that Mr. Chiu has 
now reached the top of his art career, 
and being still young (he is only 30 
years of uge), he will no doubt con- 
tinue to make further advancement. 


Mr. Chiu is a great colourist. In 
his work he has attaincd the most 
subtle and most harmonious touch 
possible. His touch, although deli- 


cate, does not tend to feminise, nor 
does it [ose the sense of vitality, but 
rather lends itself rendily to the ren- 
dering of his particular subjects, 


. Although there is a great range of 
subjects in his output the artist's 
real genre lies in his plant and insect 
studics. I am aware, of course, of 
his many excellont landscapes and 
bird and fish studies, but I feel that 
his technique, subject and feeling are 
more jn harmony in this respect. In- 
deed when I stood in front of theso 
studies I was held spell-bound, mar- 
velling at the masterful way he 
executed them. His paintings cun- 
not have a very deep meaning to us 
such as Mr. Pau Shiu You's but they 
are pure painting to be admired for 
that very reason. 


Paintings in general can be divid- 
ed into two groups—illustrative and 
decorative—and cach may have some 


squality of the other. Generally 


speaking, Mr. Pau Shiu Yau, while 
possessing decorative clements in 
some of his pictures, is an ‘illustra- 
tive’ painter, while Mr. Chiu Shiu 
Negong is oasentially a decorator, Mr. 
Pau has adopted a certain Western 
outlook through the eyen of the Sung 
period. Mr, Chiu, however, employs 
a more direct attitude of the ‘west. 
But both are essentially Chinese 
artists holding up thelr own tradi- 
tion, but looking. beyond it.

In the 
82 years hetween 1886, when it was 
first made, and 1918, nothing worse 
than. mustard gas had been dis 
covered, And I doubt if anything 
very much worse will ever be made. 
Mustard gas is quite bad enough! 

Then there are ‘“death-rays,” 
which either stop the heart of a 
man or the Ignition of an engine 
which gets ‘in their path. The first 
and best of these rays waa invent- 
ed by Mr. H. G. Wella in “The War

We can now make rays with 
every frequency of vibration, from 
less than one cycle per second up 
to some trillions, and none of them 
have the properties ofa death ray, 
Howover, a death ray ia always 
worth a paragraph in the Presa, 20 
we shall go on reading about them 
for a long time to come.

The scientist is not the modern 
equivalent of the wizard for a sim- 
ple reason. He may discover ao 
new principle, but he cannot ap- 
ply it to practical purposes withont 
a great deal of help. 

Science. is a social process, like 
most forms of art. I may discover 
how to make artificial diamonds, 
so that every factory girl can have 
n diamond necklace. But if I do 
80, I shall probubly also discover 
that it pays me best to sell the 
process for no couple of millon 
pounds to the group which has a 
monopoly of most of the word's 
diamond mines. 

If I don’t I shall very Nkely find 
myself prevented from making dia- 
monds by an internatfonal diamond 
control board, like those which suc- 
ceed in making rubber and tin 
dearer thun they need be. 

And the subjects on which 
moncy is avaflable for research are 
determined by Governments and 
rich men. The poultry Industry is 
a very important one. The value 
of the eggs produced in England is 
greater than that of the wheat. The 
industry is in a bad way because 
no onc has been able to produce a 
breed which combines discase ro- 
sistance with fertility. 


I believe this could be donc. The} ff 


‘[science of genetics has dono a lot 
for poultry brooding. About a 
million. chicks a year aro hatehed 
in England from sox-linked crosses, 
which enable the breeder to Ceter- 
mine sex at hatching. This inven- 
tion is based on the work of two 
men, and has certainly brought in 
a return many hundreds ‘of times 
what it cost to discover. 

To produce a healthy and fertile 
breed would take tan years’ work 
and cost severa) hundred thousand 
pounds, perhaps nourly as much o5 
a destroyer, though much less than 
a battleship. .What Is more, suc- 
cess cannot bo guaranteod. Tho 
money might.be wanted. But then 
a single shell might sink tho des- 
troyor."

Research on applied science in 
Britain is mainly concerned with 
making small improvements In the 
technique of existing trades, These 
lend to increased profita and often 
to increased unemployment. Hardly 
avything is done to sturt new in- 
dustries. This is mainly left to 
the Httle‘man, working with small ° 
means, though occasionally a big 


firm will start a new sideline. 


The most likely place for new 
industries to start 
Union, where industry is expanding 
ag it did ia England during the 
nineteenth century. Herc are a few 
which we may expect to start there. 

First, rational heating. There is 
nut’ much coal in the Union, but 
plenty ‘of water-power to generate 
electricity. And heating is a far 
more vital necessity in Rursia than 
in most countrics. 

Now, an ordinary fire or,an elec- 
tric radiator is wasteful because 
hegt is produced at an unnecessari- 
ly high temperature—red or white 
hext, while it is only needed at the 
temperature of the human body. 
The heater of the future will not 
be a fire or a redhot coil, but a 
heat pump like that of a refrigera- 
tor, with the cold end outside the 
house, and the hot end inside, work- 
ed by electric power. =~ 

Heat-pumps will probably first 
be used as part of the Sovict con- 
quest of the Arctic, and Inter 
spread to warmer climes. 

Simultancously, refrigerators 
will bo dqveloped on a great scale 
in the tropics, so that, however hot 
the weather outside, men may 
come indoors to a cool room. If 
British rule in India had been more 
scientific, this kind 
thon would be used in that country. 

Rational cooking on a factory 
scale is more likely to start in the 
Soviet Union than elsewhere.

Ex-Editor Of “Isis” 
Writes A Book 


“Oxford Limited,” by Keith 
Briant. London, Michacl 
Joseph, Ltd. 

HERE: are three schools of 
thought on the reviewing of 
Oxford books. One might be call- 
ed the “Ah, mo!" or “Dear dead 
days” school; its prevailing tone 
is one of pleasantly sentimental 
reminiscence and regret, 2 
nostalgia apparently for the Ox- 
ford the reviewer once knew but 
in reality, one ‘suspects, for his 
lost youth, 

Another isthe “Tut, tut!" 
school. A shocked atmosphere 
of Anglo-Indian colonct moral in- 
dignation pervades‘ it. Degener- 
acy is ite constant cry, and one 
feels the dogs are not far away. 

Finally thore is the “Ho-hum” 
or "What of it?” school, charac- 
terised by its tolerant amile and 
‘worldly wisdom. 

Mr. Keith Briant, lately editor 
of tho “Isis,” has provoked with 
his book “Oxford Limited” the 
reactions of the second and third 
schools, but not of tho firat. He 
is too brisk and matter-of-fact 
aud indignant himself to inspire 
the nostalgic reviewers. But the 
“Tut, tut” school have fallen on 
him so severely that echoes of 
the controversy have reached us 
hore in the cables. 


Oxford, a8 Mr, Briant himself 


remarks, is, for somo peculiar 
reason, always news, whilo Cam- 
bridge Is not. The storm of indig- 
nation which broke when this 
book was recently published was 
sedulously prepared for by the 
English and Américon news- 
papers. 
Told Tho Truth 

Thoro remains now only tho 
third school of commentators, to 
which tho prosent reviewer de- 
voutly hopes he belongs. 

For it Is dificult to. see what 
all the fuss is about, Mr. Briant 
gives ao long, detailod, and, for 
the most part, rellable analysis 
of present-day Oxford. Tho great- 
er proportion of the moral in- 
dignation aroused by his book 
could have been avolded only by 
his suppressing tho truth, since 
{t is impossible for moro law- 
abiding, more cautious, or more 
consorvative in politics than, any 
other collection of normally wild 
youth, 

Mr. Briant has told the truth, 
Evory one of his remarks could 
bo substantiated by exumples, 
and there is nothing so very 
shocking ebout them, unless ono 
prefers to close one’s oyes 
completely to facts. Even Mr. 
Briant’s English, which is oc- 
casionally careloss in his ecager- 
ness, cannot detract from the 
value of truth. : . 

That is not, of course, to say 
that his truth is completely un- 
biassed. His own romark that 
“each section of the community 
secs. Oxford through its own 
spectacles” may be turned 
against himself; his own specta- 
cles are decidedly political in 
nature, and it might bo safd that. 
his Left’ eyo is stronger than his 
Right. : 


Thus, while, as was sald, his 


facts are incontrovertible, the 
selection of thom ‘fs coloured by 
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the Gormin capital, 1¢ the Govorn- 
ment would shoulder the responsibility 
and the public would co-oporate, tho 
streots of Hong Kong would bo as 
clean as those of Borlin in a short 


time to como, 
Puowio Heauti, 
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dintribes against the Proctors for 
their suppression of tho politi- 
cal activities of some of the So- 
cialist and Communist clubs, Ad- 


_ mittedly, the situation was bad-

neatly docketed and dealt with in 
somewhat watertight compart- 
ments, “Acathetics” and acstheti- 
cism receive but scanty mention, 
ond it seems that theso promin- 
ent features of a fow years ago 
are less important than they 


were. Or {Is it that they contri- . 


bute less to the political scene 
which so largely occupies Mr.
